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NOTICE TO PROPERTY OWNERS 


In accordance with the statutes (New Hampshire Laws of 1907, 
Chapter 147) you are requested to take measures to suppress the 
brown-tail moth and the gipsy moth on your premises. The law de- 
elares these insects to be a public nuisance and orders their suppres- 
sion by property owners. Suppression is enforceable by law up to a 
— eost of one-half of 1% of the tax valuation of the property concerned. 

Necessary measures must be completed on or before March 20. 

This notice is sent to all property owners in accordance with instrue- 
tions of the Division of Insect Suppression, of the State Department 
of Agriculture. 


The Browntail Moth 


This pest is present in numbers on apple and pear trees and on 
many shade trees. Through the winter it occupies webs as big as a 
hen’s egg, attached to the tips of twigs. All such webs should be cut 
ott carefully, gathered up and burned. 


The Gipsy Moth 


The gipsy moth is found through the winter in the form of egg- 
masses attached to the trunks of trees, stones, piazza posts, or other 
locations. Each egg-mass is 34 to 11% inch long, is covered with fine 
hairs and is the color of chamois skin. Egg-masses should be painted 
with creosote. Scraping them off will not destroy them, because the 
eggs will hatch even though lying on the ground. 


Obligation of Property Owners 


If the insects described above are not suppressed on or before March 
20, the duly constituted authorities have the right to enter upon 
property and to take such measures as may be necessary. The property 
owner will be lable for the expense in connection with such action 
within the limits prescribed by law.

SCHOOL COSTS. 


School costs, with all other expenditures, have increased 
greatly all over within the past ten years. Our enlarged 
school payments during this period are due to the general in- 
crease in prices for labor and commodities and also to a 
lengthened school year and uniform standards for schools. 

In spite of the mounting school costs of other New Hamp- 
shire districts and the fact that we have spent a considerable 
portion of our school funds for alterations and new equipment 
during the past five or six years, our costs have been main- 
tained with less than normal increase. All this has been 
done with no resulting loss in high standards. 

The following figures will assist in proving the point. The 
1926-27 per pupil cost for Kingston was $67.78 as compared 
with the State average of $73.84. Fifty districts in New 
Hampshire has a loss, while 195 had a more per pupil cost. 
Approximately two-thirds of our costs was raised by taxation 
and one-third was contributed by the State as our share of 
State aid. 


LOSS IN SCHOOL ATTENDANCE. 


The report of the Superintendent calls attention to a seri- 
ous loss in school attendance. Last year approximately 32 
half-days per pupil were lost because of absence. If the aver- 
age cost was $67.78 per pupil and with an average member- 
ship of 128.5, the cost of operating the schools for one day 
was 39 cents per pupil. This shows a loss of 2,052 full days 
due to absence, which figures as $800.28 to the district. If 
this amount could have been saved it would not seem go bad. 
But the pity of it is that it had to be spent and no benefit de- 
rived therefrom by the pupils themselves. 
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Losses due to absence are expected but not in such propor-

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS. 


February 11, 1928. 
To the School Board and Citizens of Kingston: 


I herewith submit to you my first annual report as super- 
intendent of schools. 

Coming into this work after the start of the year, J am 
struck with the fine appearance of the buildings and grounds. 
To a newcomer it testifies to a keen interest and pride on your 
part. I now join with you in taking pride in the same. I 
congratulate you on the interests you have shown and which 
I hope you will continue to show. ‘The improvements you 
have made during the last few years are truly remarkable. 

To come into this field and find a live, active Parent- 
Teacher Association is another matter that brings consider- 
able pride to me. Already I have been able to use that fact 
to bear upon other districts to form similar organizations. 
That through co-operative endeavors we can do better work 
is one of my convictions. The lights in every school in town, 
a fact not to be boasted of in many towns of equal size, is 
only one example of the desire to serve of that group of 
public-spirited citizens. 

Of the present staff of teachers, only two were retained from 
the previous year. The combined teaching experience of this 
year’s force is seven years. ‘This shows the ability of Kings- 
ton as a town and a community to hold and procure experi- 
enced teachers. Jt is a much to be desired factor in the wel- 
fare of our children that not too many changes shall be al- 
lowed in the teaching force. 

I wish to call your attention to the lists of pupils you now 
have in high school. Five of these young people now at 
Sanborn Seminary are on the honor rolls of their respective 
classes. You have at least one on such rolls from each class. 
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Add to that that three of these five are in the highest group 
of scholastic honors and you will find considerable solace that 
the time and money on their elementary school training was 
well spent. I am personally proud of their achievements. 

Please note the list, which follows, of the pupils in your 
schools who last year had perfect attendance. Every effort 
should be made to make that list larger this year, this with- 
out taking any honors from the names we publish here. I 
would also like to call your attention to the Attendance Sta- 
tistics, which show an average loss of some 31.94 half days 
per pupil due to absence. This seems an unwarranted loss 
and I urge your co-operation in its correction this year. 

In closing this report, I am pleased with the fine attitude 
and spirit you have shown to me toward good schools. That 
is the aim for which we work.
